Fall  enrollment 
tops  1 ,000  students 


Increased  enrollment  and  a 
step  forward  on  the  Centennial 
Campaign  marked  the  beginning 
of  academic  year  1988-89  at 
Saint  Joseph's  College. 

Saint  Joseph's  opened  Fall 
Semester  with  an  enrollment  of 
1,001  students. 

This  is  a  9.28  percent  enroll¬ 
ment  increase  over  one  year 
ago,  when  928  students  were 
enrolled.  A  student  body  of  850 
enrolled  in  August  1986. 

With  510  men  and  491 
women,  the  College  has  its  high¬ 
est  percentage  of  female  stu¬ 
dents  since  Saint  Joseph’s  be¬ 
came  a  residential,  coeduca¬ 


tional  college  in  1968.  Students 
include  315  freshmen,  225  so¬ 
phomores,  142  juniors,  169 
seniors,  95  nursing  students  and 
55  special  students. 

The  Alumni  Association's 
Vice  President  for  Campus  Re¬ 
lations  Mike  Vallone  '60  worked 
with  five  senior  women  to  greet 
incoming  freshmen  and  their 
families  Aug.  18.  From  7:30  to 
10  a.m.  that  day,  Vallone  and  his 
crew  stood  in  the  College's  main 
drive  and  directed  the  new  stu¬ 
dents  to  registration  points.  A 
veteran  greeter  from  past  school 
years,  Vallone  looked  at  the  non-

While  others  think  red  and  green 
for  Christmas,  Joe  Dillon  '76  is 
thinking  mainly  green  —  as  in 
green  beer  at  the  Celtic  Club 
and  green  shamrocks  on  the 
streets  of  Chicago.  The  latter 
marks  the  mile  and  halt  parade 
route  Dillon  and  other  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  alums  will  walk  March 
17,  1989,  as  a  unit  in  the  city's 
annual  St.  PatricksDay  parade. 

An  organizer  for  SJC's  '88 
and  '89  march,  Dillon  welcomes 
alumni,  theirfamilies  and  friends 
to  join  in  this  year’s  fun. 

Twenty  Pumasfirst  joinedthe 
parade  in  1986,  both  to  bring 
alumni  together  and  To  provide 
a  bit  of  free  advertising  for  Saint 
Joe,"  Dillon  said.  "Many  people 
watching  the  parade  are  high 
school  students." 

Chicago  mayoral  candidate 
Ed  Vrdolyak,  a  1959  SJC  grad, 
lead  45  marchers  in  1987,  stir¬ 
ring  of  attention  from  news 
media.  “If  you  counted  the  news 
commentators  and  photogra¬ 
phers,  Saint  Joe  had  approxi¬ 
mately  75  to  100"  marching 
behind  the  alumni  banner,  Dil¬ 
lon  said. 

Marchers  from  Indianapolis, 
South  Bend  and  Valparaiso 
swelled  the  Saint  Joe  ranks  to 
almost  70  for  the  1988  parade. 

Steve  Kizarick  '69  tried  to  add 
some  Puma  pizazz,  by  arriving 
in  a  white  1958  Lincoln  Conti¬ 
nental  Mark  III.  Other  Pumas 
jumped  onto  the  convertible  for 
a  ride  down  the  parade  route, 
but  burning  oil  proved  the  car's 
undoing  just  two  blocks  later. 


Despite  that  problem,  the 
idea  of  entering  the  car  was  “an 
admirable  effort  by  Steve,"  Dil¬ 
lon  said.  He  hopes  another  vin¬ 
tage  vehicle  can  be  supplied  for 
SJC's  1989  unit. 

Other  alums  contribute  to  the 
parade  effort.  ‘Thanks  to  SJC 
Trustee  Jim  Madden  ('64),  we 
are  usually  up  in  front  with  a 
good  position  in  the  parade," 
Dillon  said.  Jim  Riley  70  has 
provided  green  party  hats  from 
his  novelty  company. 

And,  of  course,  the  capperto 
the  20-minute  march  is  a  gath¬ 
ering  at  Chicago's  Celtic  Club 
for  green  beer  and  bratwurst. 
The  atmosphere  at  the  club  “is 
more  like  an  SJC  Homecom¬ 
ing,”  according  to  Dillon. 

Marching  Pumas  are  actu¬ 


ally  “resurrecting"  a  long-hon¬ 
ored  College  tradition,  Dillon 
said.  Drawing  from  Fr.  Charles 
Robbins'  College  chronology, 
Dillon  noted  that,  from  1916  to 
1929,  Saint  Joseph's  students 
held  annual  St.  Patrick's  Day 
parades  into  Rensselaer,  and 
that  the  predominantly  German 
faculty  and  student  body  cele¬ 
brated  the  Irish  saint's  day  as 
“an  exuberant  holiday."

stop  stream  of  cars  entering 
campus  and  said,  “I've  never 
seen  anything  like  this.” 

Planning  for  needs  of  pres¬ 
ent  and  future  students,  the 
College  Board  of  Trustee  met 
Oct.  21  at  the  College,  in  a  joint 
session  with  the  National  Advi¬ 
sory  Council  and  Alumni  Board. 
The  objective  of  their  day-long 
meeting  was  to  help  frame  plans 
for  a  capital  campaign,  honoring 
Saint  Joseph’s  College's  Cen¬ 
tennial  in  1991. 

Faculty  and  staff  offered 
panel  presentations,  outlining 
the  financial  and  program  goals 
of  several  departments,  includ¬ 
ing  financial  aid,  academic  af¬ 


fairs,  development,  facility  plan¬ 
ning,  athletics  and  student  serv¬ 
ices  and  housing. 

The  proposed  $8  million 
Centennial  Campaign  would 
provide  $2  million  for  Trustee 
Scholarships,  $1.5  million  for 
Minority  Student  Leadership 
Awards,  $1  million  for  faculty 
development  and  $3.5  million 
for  physical  plant  renovations. 

On  Oct.  22,  the  Board  au¬ 
thorized  the  development  staff 
to  conduct  a  feasibility  study. 
Interviews  will  be  held  with  more 
than  100  people,  including  trus¬ 
tees,  alumni  leaders  and  friends 
of  the  College.  When  the  study 
is  completed  next  spring,  cam¬ 
paign  goals  and  objectives  will 
be  finalized. 


The  College's  Community 
Leadership  Council  has  actively 
promoted  increased  participa¬ 
tion  by  area  citizens  in  the  aca¬ 
demic  and  cultural  life  of  the 
College. 

An  area  campaign,  con¬ 
ducted  by  the  Council  and 
chaired  by  trustee  Wayne 
Firestone  of  Rensselaer,  has 
raised  almost  $200,000  in 
pledges  and  gifts  toward  the 
funding  of  Hanson  Student 
Recreation  Center.  The  coun¬ 
cil's  total  goal  is  $300,000. 

In  September,  the  College 
received  a  $50,000  grant  from 
the  Raker  Trust  and  a  $25,000 
grant  from  United  T  elephone  Co. 
toward  the  $500,000  Lilly  Dream 
of  Distinction  challenge  grant.

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Alt  discovers  diploma 
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Diploma  presented  to  Nicholas  Greiwe  June  16, 1896

Making  himself  acquainted 
with  his  new  parish,  St.  Au¬ 
gustine's  in  Rensselaer,  IN,  Fr. 
Ken  Alt  (’83)  recently  asked  a 
church  secretary  to  dig  some 
blueprints  out  of  a  rectory  closet . 
With  the  blueprints,  the  secre¬ 
tary  found  a  large  rolled  docu¬ 
ment,  inscribed  in  Latin  except 
for  the  biggest  words,  "St.  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College,  Rensselaer, 
Indiana,  Collegeville,  P.O." 

Fr.  Alt  dropped  the  paper  at 
the  doorway  of  College  archivist 
Fr.  Dominic  Gerlach  and  was 
quite  surprised  when  Fr.  Ger¬ 
lach  called  him  later,  thanking 
him  for  “finding  a  treasure". 

The  19”  X  24"  certificate 
fumed  out  to  be  a  diploma,  pre¬ 
sented  June  1 6, 1 896,  to  Nicho¬ 
las  Greiwe,  one  of  the  nine  stu¬ 
dents  in  Saint  Joseph's  College's 
first  graduating  class. 

Fr.  Gerlach  said  Greiwe's 


diploma  "is  the  only  diploma  we 
(the  archives)  have  from  any  of 
the  junior  college  era",  i.e.  Saint 
Joseph's  first  40  years  of  exis¬ 
tence. 

Printing  diplomas  in  Latin  was 
standard  turn  of  the  century 
practice,  according  to  Fr.  Ger¬ 
lach,  along  with  the  use  of  ex¬ 
tremely  "pompous",  flowery  lan¬ 
guage. 

In  Fr.  Gerlach's  translation, 
the  diploma  opens: 

“It  is  proper  that  those  who 
excel  others  in  talent  and  learn¬ 
ing  be  decorated  with  a  merited 
crown.  Therefore,  we  make  it 
known  that  our  beloved  Nicho¬ 
las  M.  Greiwe  has  been  rightly 
and  duly  declared  in  a  solemn 
session  of  our  faculty  a  master 
of  arts..." 

“The  guidelines  for  degree 
conferral  had  not  been  defined" 
in  1896,  according  to  Fr.  Ger¬ 
lach.  Plence,  Greiwe  and  five 
others  in  that  first  class  received 


from  1896 

master's  degrees  for  complet¬ 
ing  a  six-year  “classical  pro¬ 
gram",  equalling  high  school  and 
two-year  junior  college  studies. 
In  1897,  the  College  changed 
the  degree  to  a  bachelor's  de¬ 
gree. 

The  eight  priests  who  com¬ 
prised  the  fledgling  college's 
entire  faculty  and  administration 
signed  the  diploma.  It  bears  a 
gold  leaf  embossed  seal  of  the 
College  and  the  name  of  the 
printer,  Edwards  Lithograph  Co., 
Chicago. 

An  account  of  the  first  gradu¬ 
ation  notes  that  the  classical 
students  organized  SJC's 
Alumni  Association  the  day  after 
their  graduation,  and  Nicholas 
Greiwe  was  elected  secretary. 

Following  his  ordination  in  the 
Society  of  the  Precious  Blood  in 
1902,  Fr.  Greiwe  taught  at  Saint 
Joseph's  College  until  1 924.  He 
served  in  various  pastoral  as¬ 
signment  after  that,  including 


workforSt.  Augustine  from  1930- 
1939.  He  died  in  1950,  while 
pastor  of  Mary  Help  of  Chris¬ 
tians  Church,  Fort  Recovery, 
OH. 

Fr.  Alt  moved  to  Rensselaer 
in  July.  He  had  served  as  an  as¬ 


sociate  pastor  for  Immaculate 
Conception  parish  in  Celina,  OH , 
from  1984-88.  The  biggest  dif¬ 
ference  between  being  an  asso¬ 
ciate  pastor  and  a  chief  pastor, 
Fr.  Alt  said,  is  that  the  latter  has 
to  do  “a  lot  more  organizing".

Chesak  attends  Japanese  electronics  conference

Dave  Chesak,  professor  of 
mathematics  and  physics,  spent 
three  weeks  in  Tokyo,  Japan, 
last  August,  visiting  a  colleague 
and  attending  a  conference  on 
instrumentation  and  electronics. 

Attended  by  400  persons 
from  the  Far  East,  Europe  and 
the  United  States,  the  confer¬ 
ence  indicated  that 
"unquestionably,  the  U.S.  is  a 
spring  board  for  technology  in 
the  Far  East,"  Chesak  told  SJC 
News  Bureau  Director  Charles 
Schuttrow.  Chesak  said  one- 
third  of  the  conference  papers 
were  presented  in  English,  and 
“there  were  many  references  to 
American  scientific  journals. 

Chesak  also  noted  that  Sin¬ 
gapore,  Korea  and  Hong  Kong 
are  posing  serious  competition 
to  Japan's  long  held  leadership 
as  a  provider  of  cars  and  elec¬ 
tronic  goods  in  the  Far  East. 
Rather  than  resenting  that  com¬ 
petition,  the  Japanese  view  it 
“as  a  motivation  to  improve  their 
own  product  quailty,”  Chesak  told 
Schuttrow. 

While  in  China,  Chesak  was 
the  guest  of  a  Japanese  profes¬ 
sor  who  taught  at  Purdue  Uni¬ 
versity  in  Indiana  in  1978. 

Patricia  Franklin,  assistant 
professor  of  education,  has  been 
reappointed  to  three  committees 
of  the  Association  of  Teacher 
Educators  —  Indiana  Unit. 

She  will  serve  again  on  the 
Steering  Committee  and  the 


Program-Planning  Committee 
for  the  group's  annual  confer¬ 
ence,  and  co-chairman  of  the 
Teacher  Preparation  Commit¬ 
tee. 

John  Nichols,  assistant  vice 
president  for  academic  affairs, 
has  been  appointed  to  a  three- 
year  term  to  judge  National 
Endowment  for  the  Humanitites 
Education  Division  proposals. 

Nichols  will  sen/e  on  one  of 
the  panels  whose  members  read 
and  considervarious  proposals, 
then  meet  forone  day,  twice  per 
year,  to  render  decisions. 

Bob  Monfort,  an  assistant 
professor  of  finance  and  ac¬ 
counting,  received  a  law  degree 
this  summer  from  DePaul 
University  and  was  accepted  to 
the  Indiana  Bar  Association  in 
October.  Monfort  has  also  been 
elected  to  a  two-year  term  on 
the  President's  Administrative 
Council  of  Saint  Joseph's. 

David  Owens,  associate 
professor  of  economics,  has 
been  elected  an  at-large  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  school's  Academic 
Cabinet  by  a  vote  of  the  faculty. 

Karen  Craig,  associate  pro¬ 
fessor  of  education,  has  been 
elected  a  representative-at-large 
to  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Indiana  Association  of  Col¬ 
leges  for  Teacher  Education. 
Craig's  committee  term  extends 
until  1990. 

"Much  of  what  Cardinal  John 
Henry  Newman  told  us  during 


the  1800's  remains  pertinent  to 
higher  education  today.  Educa¬ 
tors  seeking  to  make  contempo¬ 
rary  colleges  and  univerisities 
fully  responsive  to  the  academic 
and  spiritual  needs  of  students 
can  gain  much  by  studying  and 
discussing  his  ideas." 

That's  how  Fr.  James  Fro- 
elich,  chairman  of  the  depart¬ 
ment  of  religion,  explained  the 
underlying  theme  of  a  three-day 
conference,  ‘The  Idea  of  a  Uni¬ 
versity:  Newman  and  the  Intel¬ 
lectual  Life",  which  he  attended 
recently  at  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  in  Amherst. 

The  conference  was  co¬ 
chaired  by  Fr.  Vincent  Giese 
’45.  Fr.  James  Bates  ,  another 
SJC  alumnus  and  pastor  of  Our 
Lady  of  Grace  Church  in  No- 
blesville,  IN,  is  president  of  the 
Friends  of  Cardinal  Newman 
Association,  co-sponsor  of  the 
conference. 

Professor  of  political  science 
David  Osterfeld  has  drawn 
some  wide  spread  press  from  a 
magazine  article  he  wrote,  re¬ 
garding  governnment  and  eco¬ 
nomic  corruption  in  developing 
countries.  The  article  discussed 
how  corruption,  such  as  bribery 
allow  small  businesses  to  grow 
outside  the  bounds  of  govern¬ 
mental  red  tape. 

After  the  Journal  of  Economic 
Growth  published  the  article  in 
May,  Osterfeld  was  contacted 
by  a  London-based  journal,  inter¬ 


ested  in  a  similar  story.  CBS 
Radio  News  interviewed  Oster¬ 
feld  by  phone  and  broadcast  the 
interview  nationwide  in  July.  Si¬ 
multaneously,  Osterfeld  was 
informed  that  newspapers  in 
Pakistan  and  Brazil  wanted  to 
reprint  portions  of  his  article. 

In  August,  the  Cato  Institute 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  contracted 
Osterfeld  to  write  a  book  on 
development  problems  in  Third 
World  countries.  Due  out  in  1 990, 
the  book  will  look  at  such  coun¬ 
tries'  “need  to  privatize  their 
economies,  as  opposed  to 
(having)  government  in- 
volvment." 

Fr.  Charles  Banet,  President 
of  Saint  Joseph's  College,  at¬ 
tended  the  May  conference  “The 
Church  and  American  Culture  in 
the  Post-Vatican  II  Era:  The 
Challenge  to  the  Catholic  Intel¬ 
lectual  Community."  This  Con¬ 
ference  was  sponsored  by  the 
Association  of  Catholic  Colleges 
and  Universities,  in  conjunction 
with  the  Pontifical  Council  for 
Culture  at  the  College  of  Saint 
Catherine,  St.  Paul,  MN. 

Judith  Kanne  attended  a 
graduate  class  in  children's  lit¬ 
erature  at  Purdue  University, 
West  Lafayette,  IN,  this  sum¬ 
mer. 

Jody  Taylor  and  Robert  Vi- 
geant  attended  an  August  con¬ 
ference  ‘Tools  for  the  Mind: 
INSOLSATechnical  Briefing  On 
the  Planning  and  Design  Of  New

Swathed  in  a  menacing  black 
chest  protector  and  iron-barred 
mask,  the  umpire  on  the  movie 
screen  growls, 

"You  heard  me,  Ray.  You're 
out  of  the  game. " 

The  delivery  is  confident;  the 
gestures,  aggressive.  And,  when 
he  pulls  the  mask  away  in  anger, 
the  face  is  .  ,  .  familiar. 

Bill  Jennings,  SJC’s  head 
football  coach  for  many  years 
and  today  a  CORE  instructor, 
portrays  the  “Chicago  umpire" 
arguing  with  a  White  Sox  catcher 
in  John  Sayles'  film  "Eight  Men 
Out".  The  film  was  released 
nationwide  this  fall,  almost  a  year 
after  Jennings  worked  in  the 
filming  at  Indianapolis'  Bush 
Stadium. 

Responding  to  a  family  dare 
to  "do  something  different", 
Jennings  tried  out  at  "extras” 
casting  in  Indianapolis. 

When  cast,  Jennings  began 
a  remarkable  'Walk  back"  into 
his  own  past.  Jennings  grew  up 
a  few  blocks  from  Commiskey 
Park,  home  of  the  Chicago  White 
Sox  and  site  of  the  1919  World 
Series  gambling  scandal 
recounted  in  the  film. 

Although  the  White  Sox 
accused  ot  throwing  the  series 
were  ultimately  acquitted,  their 
careers  and  reputations  were 
ruined.  Throughout  his  life,  Bill's 
father  staunchly  defended  the 
players'  innocence.  Impressed 
by  his  father's  conviction,  you  ng 
Bill  actually  defied  his  third  grade 
teacher,  a  nun  who  told  her 
students  of  the  “Black  Sox" 
scandal  as  an  example  of  "liars 
and  cheaters." 

“I  told  her,  'Sister,  I  think 
you're  wrong  about  that.  They 
got  cheated. '"Bill  recalled, 
chuckling  at  his  youthful  daring. 
“She  got  so  mad  at  me." 

When  Bill  attended  Purdue 
University,  ex-White  Sox  player 
Ray  Schalk  coached  him  in 
baseball.  In  “Eight  Men  Out", 
"Umpire"  Jennings  throws  the 
Schalk  character  out  of  the 
game. 

Bill  recalled  that,  while  the 
real  life  Schalk  'Was  not  one  of 
the  guys  on  the  take,"  he  still 
never  spoke  of  the  scandal. 

During  filming,  Bill  was 
approached  by  a  sportswriter 
drawn  to  the  ballpark-set.  The 
writertold  Bill  Jennings's  umpire 
character  was  based  on  an 
oldtime  official,  Cy  Rigler. 

“The  sportswriter  said,  ‘You 
look  a  lot  like  (Rigler):  you  do 
things  like  he  did,"  Jennings  said. 
Later,  the  writer  arranged  for 


Jennings  to  meet  Rigler's 
grandson,  who  is  now  three 
years  older  than  Bill.  . 

As  one  of  the  few  locally  cast 
actors  given  lines  to  say, 
Jennings  received  "star 
treatment".  He  shared  a  dressing 
room  with  one  of  his  favorite 
actors,  Christopher  Lloyd,  and 
got  to  eat  with  the  lead  actors: 
Charlie  Sheen,  John  Cusack  and 
D.  B.  Sweeney. 

On  the  set  for  a  week,  Bill 
can  be  seen  behind  the  plate  in 
several  scenes.  His  big  moment 
involves  14  words  of  dialogue 
and  lasts  a  few  seconds  on  the 
screen.  It  took  him  10  takes  to 
complete. 

“You  think  you  know  about 
(movie  making),  but  you  don't 
know,"  Bill  said.  "It's  a  lot  of  hard 
work  and  long  hours." 

Filming  happened  in  starts 
and  stops,  waiting  for  just  the 
right  sunlight,  so  Bill  spent  free 
time  reading  or  talking  with  the 
other  actors.  The  young  stars 
called  Bill  "Coach”  and  cheerfully 
posed  for  snapshots  with  the 
Jennings'  family. 

“I  got  nothing  but  great 
treatment,"  Jennings  said.  “I'd 
do  it  again,  100  times." 

Asked  to  review  his 
performance,  Bill  said,  “I  think  I 
did  O  K."  He  added  that,  when 
he  saw  the  completed  film,  he 
became  so  involved  watching 


the  background  settings,  “I 
almost  missed  my  own  scene.” 

Moviegoers  “don't  have  to  like 
baseball"  to  enjoy  “Eight  Men 
Out”,  according  to  Jennings.  "It's 
a  very  well  documented  period 
movie.” 

Two  other  people  with  Saint 
Joe  connections  are  known  to 
have  contributed  to  "Eight  Men 
Out."  Kristina  Schubach,  a  1 988 
graduate,  worked  as  a 
production  assistant  to  the 
Indianapolis  crew,  on  an  senior 
internship.  She  helped  locate 
and  organize  period  furnishings 
and  props. 

Brian  Nahas,  a  '73  grad, 
played  a  news  photographer  in 
three  scenes.  Friends  can 
recognize  him  “wearing  a  tacky 
green  jacket  and  hat”  and 
carrying  a  camera,  Nahas  said. 
“I  come  on  before  the  baseball 
game  and  right  after  the  band." 

While  Nahas  had  no  lines  in 
“Eight  Men  Out",  he  was  cast  in 
speaking  parts  for  two  other  films 
produced  in  Indianapolis  last 
year.  He  played  “Ambulance 
Driver  No.  3"  in  “Pushed  Too 
Far",  an  action  thriller,  and  acts 
with  Linda  Purl  in  “VIPER"  a 
made-for-cable-TV  movie. 

Nahas  recently  portrayed  a 
Mexican  bandit  in  Indiana 
Repertory  Theater's  “The  Great 
Divide.”  He  works  in  radio  sales 
forWXLW,  Indianapolis.

A  week-long  Celebration  of 
Women  at  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege,  ending  with  a  day  of  panel 
discussions  by  alumnae,  is  being 
planned  for  March  1989. 

Donald  Reichert,  director  of 
CORE  X,  has  proposed  the 
project,  to  complement  CORE 
X's  study  of  the  U  S.  Catholic 
bishop's  pastoral  letter  on 
women's  role  in  the  Church  and 
society. 

For  five  weeks  in  January 
and  February,  SJC  seniors  will 
study  the  letter's  first  draft,  re¬ 
leased  last  summer.  A  highlight 
of  those  studies  will  be  a  guest 


lecture  by  Bishop  Joseph 
Imesch,  chairman  of  the  com¬ 
mittee  which  created  the  draft. 

(The  American  bishops  will 
be  voting  on  a  second  revision  in 
their  June  1989  meeting  and  are 
expected  to  give  their  final  ap¬ 
proval  next  fall.) 

Study  of  the  pastoral  “should 
help  us  have  a  climate  on  cam¬ 
pus  open  and  welcoming  to  cele¬ 
brating  alumnae  return,”  Reich¬ 
ert  said. 

The  celebration  will  also  mark 
this  school  year  as  the  20th  an¬ 
niversary  of  women  being  ad¬ 
mitted  to  Saint  Joseph's  College 


as  full-time  residential  students. 
“During  the  past  20  years,  a  quiet 
revolution  and  an  unsung  revo¬ 
lution  have  taken  place  on 
campus,"  Reichert  said. 

“Our  alumnae  were  in  the 
forefront  of  shaping  St.  Joe  into 
an  institution  where  women  have 
an  equal  right  and  partnership  in 
achieving  liberal  education  and 
equal  career  opportunities. 

“We  invite  them  to  come  back 
to  celebrate  with  our  students 
their  success,"  Reichert  said. 
During  the  week  of  March  13- 
17,  alumnae  will  be  invited  to 
address  individual  classes  con¬ 


nected  with  their  professions  and 
fields  of  study. 

On  Saturday,  March  18, 
alumnae  can  take  part  in  panel 
discussions  regarding  the  roles 
of  women  in  education,  profes¬ 
sions,  the  home,  religious  life 
and  other  areas. 

“We  want  them  to  share  also 
their  thoughts  on  how  (Saint 
Joseph's  College)  has  served 
them  and  how  we  can  remove 
the  sexist  obstacles  that  still 
stand  in  the  way  of  full  partner¬ 
ship,”  Reichert  said. 

An  alumnae  reunion  ban¬ 
quet,  special  Sunday  liturgy  and 


recognition  of  women  staff  and 
faculty  are  among  activities  being 
considered  for  the  celebration. 

"Saint  Joseph's  College  is 
immensely  indebted  to  all 
women  who  have  contributed  to 
all  phases  of  its  life.  Women 
staff,  faculty  and  students  have 
given  generously  of  their  time, 
talent  and  money,”  Reichert  said. 

Alumnae  interested  in  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  celebration 
should  contact  Reichert  through 
P.O.  Box  906,  Collegeville,  IN 
47978.  The  event  will  be  jointly 
sponsored  by  the  Saint  Joseph's 
College  Centennial  Committee.

The  parents  of 
football  players  hosted  a  post¬ 
game  buffet  for  the  team  and 
coaching  staff  after  the  Pumas 
played  Saginaw  Valley  State. 
Saginaw  defeated  SJC  50-43, 
in  a  match  that  set  a  total  offense 
record  of  1 ,066  yards  gained. 

In  other  Saturday  activities, 
52  students  were  inducted  into 
Alpha  Lambda  Delta  National 
Academic  Honor  Scoiety.  Dr. 
James  Kenny  spoke  to  parents 
about  dealing  with  adult  children. 

Sunday  saw  the  installation 
of  campus  ministers,  at  a  mass 
sung  by  the  College  Choir.  The 
weekend  concluded  with  a  pig 
roast,  cooked  up  by  the  Busi¬ 
ness  Club.

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Krantz,  Van  Horn  win  scholarly  honors 


News  from  present  and  past 
Fulbright  scholars,  both  SJC 
graduates,  reached  the  Alumni 
Affairs  office  on  the  same  day. 

William  B  Krantz  '81  wrote 
from  the  University  of  Oxford  in 
England,  where  he  is  a  visiting 
scholar.  A  recipient  of  a  Gug¬ 
genheim  Fellowship  and  a 
Fulbright  Grant-in-Aid  for  ad¬ 
vanced  study  and  reaserch  at 
Oxford's  mathematical  Institute, 
Krantz  is  studying  banded  ice 
layer  formation  in  frozen  soils. 
He  will  be  there  through  the  '88- 
'89  academic  year. 

He  noted  in  his  letter  that, 
during  the  past  year,  he  also 
received  three  other  major 
awards:  the  1988  Research 
Excellence  Award  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  Engineering  and  Applied 
Science,  University  of  Colorado; 
the  1987  Innovation  in  Coal 
Conversion  award,  given  by  the 
University  of  Pittsburgh  at  the 
Pittsburgh  International  Coal 
Conference;  a  certificate  of  rec¬ 
ognition  from  Sigma  Xi  Scien¬ 
tific  Research  Society  for  serv¬ 


ice  as  a  national  reasearch  lec¬ 
turer  from  1984-87. 

“Life  has  certainly  been  very 
good  to  me,"  Krantz  wrote.  “I 
count  among  my  blessings  the 
opportunity  I  had  to  obtain  an 
excellent  college  education  at 
Saint  Joe's. . . 

“Although  I  have  dedicated 
my  professional  life  to  teaching 
at  a  state  university,  I  very  much 
recognize  the  need  to  maintain 
and  strengthen  the  position  of 
the  private  liberal  arts  colleges 
in  our  country.  They  provide 
unique  opportunities  for  helping 
students  to  develop  on  a  per¬ 
sonal  level  which  our  larger 
universities  cannot  provide.  I 
went  to  Saint  Joe's  in  1957  for 
this  reason  and  would  recom¬ 
mend  Saint  Joe  to  young  people 
today  for  the  same  reason." 

Fr.  David  Van  Horn,  C.PP.S., 
a  1948  graduate  and  former  in¬ 
structor  at  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege  was  named  Michigan  Pro¬ 
fessor  of  the  Year  and  selected 
one  of  seven  national  bronze 
medalists  by  CASE,  the  princi¬ 


pal  public  affairs  arm  of  higher 
education. 

An  associate  professor  of  art 
at  Siena  Heights  College,  Adrian, 
Ml,  since  1968,  Fr.  Van  Horn 
received  his  bachelor  of  fine  arts 
degree  from  Dayton  Art  Insti¬ 
tute.  He  studied  the  chemistry  of 
ceramic  glazes  in  Faenza,  Italy, 
on  a  Fulbright  Scholarship  and 
received  his  master  of  fine  arts 
degree  from  the  Chicago  Art 
Institute. 

Fr.  Van  Horn  teaches  art 
history  and  two  studio  course  at 
Siena  Heights.  He  creates  wood 
and  ceramic  sculptures  outdoors 
during  all  four  seasons  at  his 
home  in  Manitou  Beach,  Ml,  and 
has  had  works  displayed  in  many 
galleries. 

Fr.  Van  Horn  serves  on  the 
college's  general  education 
committee,  which  recently  im¬ 
plemented  new  general  educa¬ 
tion  requirements.  He  is  also  a 
scholar  on  the  works  of  Saint 
Catherine  of  Siena,  an  Italian 
Dominican  and  the  college's 
patron  saint. 


Bro.  Louis  Stock 
dies  at  Carthagena

Bro.  Louis  Stock,  79,  a  long¬ 
time  member  of  the  staff  of  Saint 
Joseph's  College,  clied  Oct.  19 
at  St.  Charles  Seminary, 
Carthagena,  OH. 

Bro.  Louis  was  born  in  St. 
Joseph,  MO,  on  Jan.  16,  1909. 
He  entered  St.  Mary's  Seminary 
(Burkettsville,  OH)  Aug.  25, 
1924,  and  studied  there  until 
1926,  when  he  came  to  Saint 
Joseph's  College  for  five  years 
of  study. 

He  made  his  solemn  profes¬ 
sion  in  1929  and  graduated  two 
years  later.  Then  after  studying 
at  St.  Charles  during  1931-32, 
his  first  assignment  was  back  at 
Saint  Joseph's  as  the  prefect  of 
Academy  students. 

In  1 961 ,  he  was  assigned  to 
Brunnerdale  Seminary  in  Can¬ 
ton,  OH,  as  assistant  director  of 
the  Brother  candidates.  In  1965, 
he  returned  to  Saint  Joseph's, 
where  he  remained  until  1983, 
when  he  went  back  to  St.  Char¬ 
les  Seminary  to  retire. 

Aside  from  his  sen/ice  as 
prefect,  between  1 932  and  1 983, 
Bro.  Louis  served  at  various 
times  as  assistant  prefect  of  the 
College  students,  secretary  to 
former  dean  of  men  Fr.  Daniel 
Schaefer,  assistant  inthe  chem¬ 
istry  laboratory,  supervisorof  the 
janitorial  department  and  book¬ 
binder  in  the  campus  bindery. 

Affectionately  known  as  “Bro. 
Louie"  by  students,  faculty  and 


administrators,  he  built  a  ware¬ 
house  of  priceless  friendships 
while  working  quietly  behind  the 
scenes  with  a  spirit  of  loyalty 
and  dedication,  but  without  a 
deluge  of  recognition. 

"You  go  about  your  work,  and 
you  do  it  quietly  and  efficiently," 
he  once  said.  “If  you  look  at  the 
history  of  Saint  Joseph's,  you'll 
see  there  are  a  lot  of  priests  and 
brothers  who  have  worked  here 
many  years  because  they  love 
the  school.  It's  awonderful  place 
to  work.” 

During  a  1983  interview,  he 
fondly  recalled  receiving  a  letter 
from  overseas  during  World  War 
II;  the  letter  came  from  a  former 
student  who  he  once  severly 
reprimanded  for  misconduct 
during  a  study  hall.  The  alumnus 
wrotetothank  Bro.  Louie forthe 
training  he  had  received  at  Saint 
Joseph's  and  the  sense  of  disci¬ 
pline  he  had  learned  there. 

Bro.  Louis  was  a  devoted 
sports  fan  —  especially  of  the 
Chicago  Cubs  —  but  many 
campus  personnel  remember 
him  best  for  his  most  frequent 
companion:  a  golf  cart  he  rode 
most  everywhere  on  campus. 
Students  who  didn't  know  his 
name  recognized  him  by  his  golf 
cart.  And,  when  he  was  getting 
ready  to  retire  to  St.  Charles 
Seminary,  he  said,  “I'll  pack  all 
my  belongings  on  a  truck,  and 
my  golf  cart  will  be  the  first  thing 
on  the  truck.”
